Enforcement Clause Has Teeth 
“The enforcement provisions in the 
bill are fair and just, but they 
have 
teeth in them . 
Not only is the manu­ 
facture. sale, transportation, delivery 
or possession, (except when lawfully 
acquired before this act goes into ef­ 
fect) .of intoxicating liquor declared 
to be 
unlawful, 
but so is the 
ad­ 
vertisement, 
sale, 
m anufacture or 
possession of any still or other con­ 
trivance, tablet or formula designed 
or 
intended for use in the unlawful 
m anufacture of intoxicating liquor. 
Search and Seizure 
“Under the bill search and seizure 
cannot be 
made until a 
m agistrate, 
as well as 
the prosecutor, has been 
convinced 
that there is good 
reason 
under the law and issues a w arrant. 
The w arrant can be executed only by 
an 
officer of the law. 
Special pro­ 
vision is 
being made that no search 
w arrant shall be Issued for a private 
dwelling 
used exclusively as 
such 
unless 
intoxicating liquor is unlaw­ 
fully m anufactured, sold or 
furnish­ 
ed, or unless u still or other property 
intended for the unlawful m anufact­ 
ure of liquor is kept there. 
“This 
goes far beyond 
the safe­ 
guard required by the constitution of 
Pennsylvania 
which 
authorizes the 
passage of laws for search and seiz­ 
ure on probable cause to believe the 
law is 
being violated instead of the 
practical 
certainty provided in 
this 
bill. 
If the law 
is actually 
being 
broker in 
any dwelling no law abid­ 
ing citizen can object to a search of

provisions

Legislature will be recommended to 
purchase in France on which to erect 
memorials to Keystone State soldiers 
in the World W ar is a spot a t Mont- 
faucon. 
Here the commission ap­ 
pointed by the last 
Legislature 
to 
study the battlefields of France and 
Belgium would place a monument in 
honor of the 79th Division known as 
the local regim ent, which was; ac­ 
claimed the honor of capturing those 
heights until recently when the 37th 
demanded credit, for 
the achieve­ 
ment. 
The Germun Crown Price had his 
headquarters on the heights of Mont- 
faucon during the battle of Verdun 
and the place has been selected by 
the French 
government 
as one 
of 
those it wishes to keep in its present 
condition of ruin to commemorate the 
sacrifices of the war. 
The com mission also recommends a 
site 
be purchased in the town 
of 
Varrennes, where the 28th Division 
fought some of its most bitter en­ 
gagements. 
Here a 
general 
me­ 
morial may be placed in honor of all 
Pennsylvanians who were Jailed in 
the war with Germany. 
Construction of a memorial bridge 
across the Vesle river between Fis- 
mes and Mismet as a memorial to 
the 28th Division, is suggested.

The Adams ,County, farm er who 
owns a woodlot of any appreciable 
size is vitally interested in keeping 


the taxes on such woodland within 
lowest bounds. 
A valuable lesson is 
to be obtained from an instance of 
woodlot taxation which recently came 
to the attention of C. R. Anderson, 
in chai go of forestry extension work 
at the Pennsylvania State College, 
in which a 400-acre tract of young 
timber was assessed on a valuation 
of $10 per acre. 
The farm er was 
paying his tax on a valuation of 
$4000, when under the term s of a 
more recent ’aw, he could pay on a 
$400 valuation and defer the b a l­ 
ance until the timber crop is harvest­ 
ed 
More farm ers would take advant- 
ap'c of the tax orovisions of the later 
law, the Auxiliary Fore:! Reserve 
Law of 1913, if they throughly under­ 
stood its terms. 
In brief, it provides 
that forest 
lauds, 
including 
farm 
woodlots, shall ba carried on the tax 
books at a valuation of not more 
than one dollar per acre, the owner 
paying the customary millage on the 
total valuation. 
Then when a crop 
of timber is cut from the land, ten 
per cent of the value of th" tim ber 
as it stands prior to cutting, is paid 
as rn additional tax, which takes the 
place of the remaining taxes which, 
under the old system, are paid while 
the timber is growing. 
Instead of 
having the taxable value of his grow ­ 
ing timber advanced periodically, as 
is the case with the $10 valuation, 
the new system offers relief from 
the payment of taxes on the tim ber 
crop until it is fully g.own. F urther­ 
more, the farm er knows definitely in 
advance what part of the crop must 
be turned over is a tax. 
The man who has old timber about 
ready to harvest, m ight easily lose 
money by having his woodland put 
under the new law, for the “ten per 
cent” at the time of cutting 
may 
amount to more than the extra taxes 
under tho old system. 
The man with 
a new crop of trees just starting 
stands to gain the mont, for the State 
carries his clop the longest for “ten 
per cent” of the yield of timber. 
There is a point between the two ex­ 


trem es where it makes little differ­ 
ence whether the old tax is continu­ 
ed or the new adopted. The assist­ 
ance of a forester should be sought 
; if any uncertainty exists in the mind

Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are lost annually by the fruit growers 
of Pennsylvania in planting varieties 
unsuited to their latitude, soil, loca­ 
tion, and m arket, says Paul Thayer, 
extension Atmologist, Pennsylvania 
State C o llie , much of tho loss is 
due to the planting of novelties and 
the newer and less-tried varieties. 
Frequently it is due to the planting 
of varieties out of their latitude or 
on soil ill-adapted to the varieties 
chosen. 


Many m istakes could be avoided 
if the 
planter 
before 
placing 
his 
order would consult the best growers 
in his coin Triunity, especially when 
the fruit is to be sold at a local or 
n 
roadside 
m arket, for the 
local 
grower is usually fam iliar with the 
tastes of the consuming public and 
can advise 
in 
regard 
to the most 
popular varieties. 
In planting for 
wholesale 
m arketing, 
where 
the 
fruit will compete with that from 
other states and o tfw parts of the 
state, the gl ower who is not sure of 
his ground would profit by submit­ 
ting his list of varieties to fruit men 
c t State College before closing his 
contract for the trees. This is especi­ 
ally true in the case of newer varie­ 
ties, whose good ooir.ts are known 
end emphasized by the nursery sales­ 
man, hut whose weaknesses are not 
generally understood. 
At the Penn­ 
sylvania State College, the men who 
are taking a study of the varieties 
have an excellent varietal collection 
with which to work. 
The observa­ 
tions made in the college orchards 
are continually supplemented by ob­ 
servations 
in 
orchards 
throughout 
the state and also by reports from 
other states.

the moon, and fasting three eves In 
succession, they could secure whom 
they would.

“The Eve of St. Agnes." refers 
to this superstition: 


T hjy told her how. upon St. Agn«*' EVO, 
Young virgins might have visions of do- 
light. 
If ceremonies due they did aright;
